New York, July 16.—Your correspondent had 
an interview with Mr. Theodore Tilton this 
morning at Mr. Tilton’s residence, in Living- 
stone street, Brooklyn. The correspondent was 
received at the door by Mr. T. himself, cour- 
teously greeted, and conducted to the library, a 
a sunny little room, separated from the parlor 
by sliding-doors. On the walls were many beau- 
tiful pictures in oil and steel engravings, among 
them the famous painting of Sbakspeare, show- 
ing the scar over the left eye, by the artist, Will- 
iam Page, who, with other noted Shakspearean 
scholars, contends that the face of the poet bore 
the blemish. There also was the celebrated 
painting of Christ, made by Page, from sittings 
of Tilton, his friend, whom the painter thinks 
resembles the great Advocate of Mankind. Mr. 
Tilton himself opened the conversation by thank- 
ing Tae Tarsuna, through its correspondent, for 
the calm, impartial way in which it had treated 
questions at issue betw the pastor of 
Plymouth Chureh and himgelf. Some newspa- 
pers had jumped to conclusions, and had from 
the outset attributed his conduct in the case 


either to insanity or to mercenary motives, but 


Tux Trisuns, with judicial acumen, had refused 
to condemn until evidence of guilt was brought 
forward. 

MRS. TILTON’S COURSE. 

Tne story of how Mrs. Tilton came to go be- 
fore the Investigating Committee has never been 
told from an authoritative source. At the corre- 
spondent’s request, Mr. Tilton related it as told 
him by his wife. Her associates all along have 
been prominent members of Plymouth Church 
and warm friends of Mr. Beecher. By them she 
has been urged from time to time to go forward 
and tell all she knew of the difficulty, and end 
the scandal at once and forever. The cause of 
of religion had already been injured by it, and 
the e EM of Plymouth Church was endan- 
gered. If her husband bad spoken the truth, 
and was suffering from apprehensions that he 
had spoken falsely, it wag her duty to vindicate 
him. If her pastor was the injured man, 

IT WAS HER DUTY TO REFUTE THE HINTED CHARGES 
of her husband. This advice did its work, and 
the result was that, through a friend, she asked 
Mr. Beecher what it was best for bertodo. Mr. 
Beecher announced that it would not be Lg 
for him to see or advise her in the matter, but 
recommended her to his lawyer, Gen. Benjamin 
P. Tracy, ove of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the Brooklyn Bar. e wrote to Gen. 
Tracy, who replied by appointing an interview 
for last Thursday evening at the residence of a 
mutual acquaintane, who, it is needless to say, 
was one of Beecher’s friends. She was at the 
place named at the stated hour. Gen. Tracy 
appeared promptly. He 

ADVISED HER TO TESTIFY BEFORE THE COMMITTER, 
and told her what questions she might expect to 
be asked. While they were yet conversing, all 
the members of the Investigating Committee 
came in, one by one, without doubt by pre- 
concerted arrangement, and some one remarked 
that the present was a convenient time for her 
examination. Everybody thought this was a 
remarkably apt suggestion, and it was acted 
upon. 

4 TILTON WAS ONLY ASKED TWO QUESTIONS : 

First, Was there ever any improper intercourse 
between Mr. Beecher and yourself ? and, second, 
Did Mr. Beecher ever make any improper over- 
tures to you? To both these questions she 
answered No. Then the lady made a brief ad- 
dress. She insisted that both her husband and 
Mr. Beecher were great, hovorable, and worthy 
men, who were at loggerheads through a singu- 
lar misapprehension. dwelt on the harm 
done to the cause of Obristianity by the false 
stories circulated about Mr. Beecher, which put 
him, who forty years been urg- 
ing on the people the beauty and wisdom 
of a virtuous and religious life, in the light of a 
hyporite and knave, and spoke of the sufferings 
of her husband till nearfy all her hearers were 
in tears. Thus closed the examination. ‘‘ Poor 
woman,” said Mr. Tilton to vour correspondent,

and, as this accorded with bis own sentiments, 
be had done so; but mow that, by leaving him, 
she bad withdrawn herself from his protection 
and, to a certain extent, from his pity, he was no 
longer under obligations to keep silence. His 
friends now insisted that it was bis duty to him- 
self and to his children to mace a statement, and 

rove that he had not been heediesaly or de- 
liberately swearing away a man's reputation. 
These were the motives of his conduct. He had 
made little progress with the statement. He 
was constantiy interrupted by reporters of the 
local press, who, when be had declined to unbur- 
den himself of all bis secrets to them, went 
away and manufactured stories and published 


them in their respective papers as coming from.

GOLDSMITH MAID MAKES HER MILE rw 2:16.

East Saomaw, Mich., July 16.—Goldsmith 
Maid, on the Saginaw Driving-Park to-day, 
trotted not only the three fastest consecutive 
heats on record, but two heats, the slowest of 
which was better than the best time on record. 
The race was for a special purse of $5,000 offered 
by the Association, and divided as follows: $2,500 
to the first horse; $1,500 to the second, and 
$1,000 to the horse which beat the best time 
on record. Goldsmith Maid won three

THE COUNTY'S SHABE. 

The business of exteudiug relief to the suffer- 
ers by the fire was fairly set on foot yesterday, 
and, between the Relief and Aid Society aud the 
County Agent, all applicante received prompt 
and satisfactory attention. The number of new 
applicants at the County Agents ¢ 
was not so large as might have been expected, 
showing that the burnt-out people have general- 
ly found shelter and food up to this time. This 
arrangement, however, will be but temporary in 
& majority of cases, and it is anticipated that the 
books will show a large increase by the end of 
the week. Yesterday the County Agent 
received thirty new applications for relief. He 
issued but five orders for transportation, show- 
ing that very few are leaving the city. Order 
No. 4, passed by the Board of County Commis- 
sion ers April 20,-—providing that no person 
who is able-bodied, and physically and mentally 
able to an a living, shall be supported by or 
receive aid from the county; and that alms 
from the county shall be confined to aged

After a short discussion the rules 
and regulations which were in force during the 
great vonflagration in Ooteber, 1871, were again 
adopted. The Mayor was informed that the 
means of the Society were suflicient for ail pres- 
ent demands, and that no outside relief was nec- 
essary, whereupon the Mayor stated that on the 
strength of this statement he would refuse all 
offers from outside for assistance. Commission- 
er John Jones was appointed a comniittee to ex- 
amine into the cases of need of colored people, 
and recommend them to the Society if assistance 
is found necessary.

It will be seen thatin almost every instance 
they are entirely too small to meet such an emer- 
gency as came upou us.

HOW THE FIRE WAS Storr. 

There were two brick walis in the path of the 
fire last Tuesday evening that probably did 
more to arrest the conflagration than the entire 
efforts of the Fire Deparſment. Even Fire-Mar- 
sb al Benner would be willing to admit that they 
were worth haif-a-dozen engines to him, and 
that, without their interposition, the fire might 
have broken away from hita again. These two 
walls stand inthe block between Jackson and 
Van Buren streets and Wabash avenue 
and State street, and form the northerp sides of 
the furniture warehouses of C. C. Horton & Co., 
on State street, and Bampson, Gilbert & Co., on 
Wabash avenue, They stand almost back to 
back, and, at the most eritical moment of the 
fire, presented a sheer imcombustible barrier to 
the flames. 

When the St. James Hotel and the buildings 
around it were making the most furious and dan- 
gerous blase of the evening, every one of the 
hundred thousand spectators knew that the su- 
preme moment had come. If the rest of fhe block 
succumbed, the Matteson House, the Gardner 
House, the Exposition Building, and nobody 
knows bow much more of the business centre, 
were doomed. “he flames swept themselves 
again and again upon these walls. They could 
not pass them. Through a bursted iron shutter 
in the rear of Sampson, Gilbert & Co.'s store the 
fire gained an entrance, but thie was a mere 
eddy, and was easily controlled. Those two 
walls stopped the fire, as every one can testify 
who watched the contest, or will gonow and look 
over the ground, There is a whole gospel of in- 
struction in this fact. One of its most important 
lessons is that, if workingmen and other people 
of moderate means would be sensible and live iu 
well-built, brick apartment-houses, their homes 
and the whole city would be much safer than 
under the present plan of crowding little wooden 
tinder-boxes for miles around our banks, church- 
es, warehouses, hotels, elevators, stores, and 
everything shat makes up the most valuable part 
of the town. '

FUTURE SOUTH SIDE FIRES. 

The contemplative resident of Chicago, cr 
the curious visitor thereto, can learn an 
instructive lesson in the fine art of con- 
flagration, in which this city is a pro- 
cient, by making # tour of that portion of 
the South Side between Taylor and Twenty-sec- 
ond streets, and between Wabash avenue and 
the South Branch of the river, which yet remains 
te be burned. To any person who studies the 
ground, the wonder will be, not that the Chey- 
enne district and some of the fine avenues got 


scorched, but that 
ANY PORTION OF THE SOUTH DIVISION 


are, almost without exception, tlie very worst 
class of fire-traps, especially on South 
Clark street, Third and Fourth ave- 
nues, and State street. There is an 
occasional brick building, just sufficient to throw 
into bolder relief the miserable style of archi- 
tecture—fit only for the backwoods— which pre- 
vails. Between South Clark street and the 
river, from the line of Harrison street, there is

TRYING TO RUN UP SHANTIES, 

The Beard of Public Works were vary much 
bothered. yesterday by applications for permis- 
sion to erect woodea sheds upon the burnt dis- 
trict. Many of thé applicants had evidently suf- 
fered severely by the fire, and it was with much 
regret and reluctance that the Board were com- 
pelled to deny the permission. Among the most 
strepuous of the claimants was a Mrs. Tierney, 
who, before the fire, kept a saloon on the south- 
east corner of Congress and State streets. Sue 
had erected a small frame shed, in which she 
had resumed her trade in lager beer, and more 
exhilirating liquids. In her efforts she was 
stoutly backed up by Capt. Buckley, who quoted 
the lawas he had read it to Osapt. Prindiviile. 
This gentleman held that the jaw which allowed 
the construction of wooden out-buildings dis- 
tinctly stated that they could not be erected save 
on lots where residences bad already been built. 
He sympathized with the applicants, but stated 
that if life itself depended upon the erection of 
thé shanties he would oppose it. Mr. Prindi- 
Ville idea and intention were good, but it is 
donbtful if his law was of equal quality, as the 
existence of the proviso lusisting upon the 
presence of a residence to allow of the 
erection of an out-house is open to 
very grave question. At least 80 
the Law Department decided when they were re- 
ferred to upon the subject. There can be no 
doubt that the presence of such a clause would 
materially assist in hindering the construction of 
tinder boxes on the site of the recent fire. 

Another question which bothered the Board 
vesterday was whether the city had the power to 
cause the molition or removal from the fire- 
limits of & wooden structures as had been ul- 
lowed to erected after the fire of 1871. Such 
of thes6 as were erected on publie property were 
removed as soon as soon as their necessity de- 
parted, but far too many of them still remain. 
There will be brought to bear against the com- 
mon sense, which would cause their removal by 
the Council, a very strong pressure, bui, if the 
Aldermon mean business, they will overcome it. 
The Board of Public Works bave asked of the 
Law Department whether they have the power 
to remove such buildings, and if the answer is in 
the aflirmative they will proceed to work in a 
vigorous manner.

SUGGESTIONS FOR THE PREVEN- 
TION OF **CONFLAGRATIONS.” 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Sin: In these days, when small fires have gone 
out of fashion, and “conflagrations” are fre- 
quent, it becomes a serious question whether 
our system of extinguishing fires is not radically 
defective. 

We are accustomed to blame the Fire: Depart- 
ment when great loss cccurs; but it is by no 
means certain that the fault generally rests with 
them. Everybody knows that great fires pro- 
ceed from small beginnings. It would seem, 
therefore, that the system which would enable 
the Fire-Department or other citizens to apply 
water to a fire most speedily after its discovery, 
would be most likely to prevent these great 
disasters, The time lost in getting the Depart- 
ment toa fire is the fatal defect. No matter 
how vigilant or how expert our firemen may be, 
it is manifest that even five minutes’ delay, un- 
der circumstances such as existed on the 9th of 
October, 1871, and yesterday, is sufficient to im- 
peril the whole city. 

It has been thoroughly demonstrated that, in 
towns where the Holly plan has been adopt- 
ed, no great fires occur. Is there any difficulty 
in adopting it in large cities? Why may not 
Chicago be divided into districts, and a Holly 
works, or something similar. be established in 
ach? Cannot our present water-worke be util- 
ized for extinguishing fires,—at least for a part 
of the city ? 

It is believed that the expenditure of $1,000,- 
000 in the construction of such works would 
protect the city better than fifty engines, which 
must be transported to the fre before they are 
available. The great desideratum is to have the 
power always and everytchere present, to appl 
water at the outset. This cannot be attain 
under the present system. 

A few of the present engines might perhaps 
be profitably retained for use in remote dis- 
triets, and on occasions where they could be ad- 
vantageously posted. The men should be on 
duty within such districts as each man could 
propeily patrol, ready to give telegraphic notice 
of fires, to have in charge the depot of hose in 
his district, and to operate it immediately when 
necessary. The regular police might be in- 
structed in such duties, so as to be efficient in 
aid of the Fire-Department at the incipiency of 
fires. Four depots of hose, and two firemen on 
duty at all hours, would, with the police, I think, 
‘give good protection to aixteen blocks, by lo- 
cating the hose-depots at the proper points in 
such a district, and giving each of the two men 
on duty eight blocks to patrol during the night, 
thus:

From the above diagram it will be seen that 
the patrolmen would at no time be more than 
two blocks distant from a hose-depot, which are 
represented by the stars; and, upon discover- 
jag a fire, or hearing an alarm within his beat, 
could act very promptly. Of course, hydrants 
or fire-pings would be placed at every corner, so 
arranged as to receive a dozen lines of hose, and 
discharging as many streams, if necessary. Pos- 
sibly two firemen might be thought insufflcient 
for so large a territory; but, with the aid of 
others who would be in adjoining districts, and 
the citizens residing in th vi it is be- 
lieved that, in most cases, fires be extin- 
guished before, under the present system, one 
steamer could be brought to the spot. 

These suggestions as to the detailed working 
of such a system are necessarily very imperfect 
aud incomplete, even if unobjectionable ; but it 
was not . purpose to do more in this commnu- 
—— than to call attention to the necessity 

od practicability of having a steam 
with capacity to throw many streams of water 
always at every man’s door; and that, too, at « 
much less expense than the present 
which never can be made to supply this want.

Siz: Fire-engines are not our greatest want to 
prevent these large fires. We have now, ex- 
cepting those disabled last night, twenty-five 
fire-engines, which is enough for the wants of 
this city until its area becomes much further ex- 
tended. Our greatest want is the stili further 
improvement of our water system by the substi- 
tution of large mains where there are email 
ones, and the extension of the system to the 
most remote built portions of the city. The 
Board of Public Works did well in putting in so

of the dangerous looslities referred to than leave 
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many pew and double plugs; but there should 
be no stopping of this work until every part of 
the city is fully protected, 2 

Our waterworks are certainly much more 
efficient.pow than ever before. There was an 
actual pressure on the pipes at the 
street level on Washington street, Tuesday 
night, when the fire-engines were working 


to their utmost capacity, of over twenty pounds 
per square inch, sufficient to rain a column of 
water about 60 feet, aud this was at a time when 
the Fire Department was drawing from 10,000 to 
12,000 gallons from the mains per seen. 
Experience has shown that the extingnishing 
capacity of a stream of water from a fire-engine 
increases in an inverse ratio with the square of 
the length of hose, Thus, a stream 
three sections of hose (150 feet) is four times as 
reliable as if the same water through six 
sectious (300 feet), This may seem too great a 
differencé, but taking into acoounk the Increased 
time in getting to work, liability of bursting, and 
lost time in replacing burst section, We in 
haudhng, dimmished friction of water, all 
the various mishaps that are likely to occur, es- 
pecially when the nove has to be raised toa high 
point, and this is found tobe a correct rule to 
work from. The importance of having large 
mains and mapy fire- logs is thus made obvious. 
Ihe present aim City Engineer ——— 
by enlarging mains and getting the Ashi 
avenue works in operation, should soon be ac- 
complished, is to give an average water pressure 
throughout the city at all seasons of the year of 
fifty pounds to the square inch at the lake level. 
This will insure a colum of water conducted in 
pipes of over one hundred feet high in almost 
any part of the city, and in such a neighborhood 
as that where this fre originated would makes 
plug stream amply strong to extinguish the fire, 
and, with mains sufliciently large to keep up the 
head of water, would be fully as cient 
at the start of a fire, when most needed. 
as if played through an engine, principally for 
the reason that they can be handled with more 
celerity. The time consumed m connecting an 
engine, though but little is saved when that 
preseure, 50 nds per inch, is attained and 
made reliable at all poiats, some more hose com- 
panies in the outskirts, and perhaps some extra 
volunteer hose compeuies, will be found a great 
acquisition to the Depariqment.

Fears of a Famine in Kentucky. 

A correspondent writee to the Louisville 
Courier-Journal from Jamestown, on July 7, as 
follows : 

% Here in Southern Kentucky we are on the 
eve of a famine which threatens to be very 
serious, as well as in the western portion of 
Kentucky. Last year the season was 80 ex- 
ceedingly wet that there was scareely a half- 
crop raised, in consequence of which our peo- 
ple are suffering much, and already several 
are reported to have starved to death, and 
many others are living on bread alone. 

“Very early this season our farmers made 

| efforta to pitch heavy crops, but. 
owing to the protracted wet weather and high 
water, were prevented from getting our best 
lands in in due time, the rains continuing up to 
the 4tn of May, since which time we have had 
no rain to wet the land. We bave not even been 
able to raise any vegetables in our gardens. Tue 
oat-crop was a complete failure, as was also the 
hay-crop, and a large amount f the corn is 
dead, and the remainder is fast drving up. With 
all the rain that could fail, it would not be pos- 
sible to make an average of a barrel to the acre.

Special Dispatch to Jh Cincaae Tribune, 
OPINION BY THE FIRST COMPTROLLER. 
Wasuineron, D. C., July 16.—The proper of- 
ficers of the Treasury will be able in afew days 
to domplete thé account of the unexpended bal- 
ances of moneys appropriated for other than 
permanent specific purposes of the Government 
during the past two years, and which, by law, 
became unavailable at the close of the fiscal 
year ending June 30 last, and to be covered 
into what is commonly called the sur- 
plus fund. Some delay has been  oc- 
casioned by the necessity) of ascertaining 
which were and which were not permanent 
specific appropriations, and now that that point 
is settled authoritatively by the opinion of the 
First Comptroller, the account of moneys stand- 
ing to the credit of specific appropriations will be 
separated from the indefinite appropriations, 
and the balances of the latter, amounting to a 
very large figure, will beduly carried to the sur- 
plus fund. 
| FIRST COMPTROLLER TAYLOR’S OPINION 
was asked upon several matters pertaining to 
this subjcct, and his reply was to-day laid betore 
the Secretary of the Treasury. It will be sent 
out to-morrow or Saturday in the form of a cir- 
cular to the various officers of the Government 


interested ip, or concerned with, the matters to / 


which it relates. The opinion, in substance, is 
as tollows: Sec. 5 of the Legislative, Executive, 
and Judicial Appropriation act of June 20, 1874, 
in effect, repeals so much of Sec. 2 of the Army 
Appropriation act of June 16, 1874, as is incon- 
sistent with its provisions. The latter section 
relates to appropriations for tbe Quartermaster 
and Commissary Departments, but excepted 
from its operation money necessary to pay ac- 
counts reported by those departments and 
in process of settlement in the office of 
the proper Auditor. The fifth section of 
the Legislative act relates to, and requires 
all expended balances of appropriations which 
shall have remained upon the booksof the 
Treasury for two fiscal years to be 
CABRIED TO THE SURPLUS FUND 

and covered into the Treasury, with a proviso 
er certain appropriations from its opera- 
tion, but not including those mentioned in the 
exception in Sec. 2 of the Army Appropriation 
act, In this respect the two sections are incon- 
sistent, and the last in date must prevail as to 
what constitutes permanent, specific appropri- 
ations, which are to continue available until 
otherwise ordered by Congress. 

The Comptroller says: “It is not necessary 
to name each appropriation which may be 
deemed a permanent, specific appropriation, but 
I understand the term to mean and embrace the 
appropriations for continning service, to 
used until further action of Congress, and ap- 
propriations to continue until the completion of 
the work or service for which they are made. 
The appropriation for collection of revenue from 
customs, for payment of interest on the public 
debt, for steamboat inspection, for Marine 
Hospital Service, for funding duties, etc., are 

TO BE DEEMED PERMANENT. 
The first consists of a fixed sum for each six 
months; the second of such sum as may be nec- 
essary; and the third and fourth of certain 
specified revenues.“ 

These are examples; others can readily 
be determined as questioned. and in 
reply to the question, What is to 
be deemed the nature of the contract 
existing at the date of the passage of the Legis-

CONGRESS EVIDENTLY INTENDED TO IMPOSE. 
The contracts referred to should also be con- 
sistent with the provisions of the sixth and 
seventh sections of the act of 1870, and these 
provisions remain in force, with the added re- 
strictions of the fifth section of the act of June 
20, 1874, and are to be considered, in construing 
the latter, so that the contracts provided for 
must have been properly made within the year, 
or prior to which the appropriations respectively 
relate. The fact that money is due to a person 
cannot change the construction of the fifth sec- 
tion, for, if it were the intention to keep appro- 
priations open for their payment, that section 
would have very little.

Murder of a Sheriff in Johnson

Kline was —1 wounded 
and young Banks slightly. A mau named Rob- 
inson, & cousin of Sid Wallace, who had been in 
the county but a short time, was arrested 
charged with the shooting, and was recoguized 
as the partv who fired on them. Kline had no 
warning of bis intentions.

THE CHINCH-BUG LN ILLINOIS, 


Great Damage Done to Corn the Pres- 
ent Season. 

Jacksonville, Id., (July 18) Correspondence of the St. 
Louis Republican, 

Your correspondent bas had occasion to visit 
several localities in this county, and finds 
that the ravages of the chinch-bugs upon 
the growing corn is much eater — 
was first reported. A Mr. ord, re- 
siding 4 miles east of Jacksonville, has 10 
acres of corn that has been totally ruined by 
these pests. The entire field looks as jf it had 
been scalded with boiling-hot water—the stalks 
being dead and dry, and all fallen to the ground. 
Many other fields in the neighborhood are one- 
fourth and one-half destroyed with countiess 
millions of the bugs going for the remaining 
good parts; and, there is no calculating 
the extent of damage that will be sus- 
tained to this cereal, as the insects 
are, seemingly, just beginnning to make 
their appearavce. In some fields, appar- 
ently untouched and in a fine growing condition, 
by stripping off the lower leaves of the stalks, 
these may be found in great number, so it 
may well be supposed that their disastrous work 
has but just begun. Recent advices from Brown, 
Pike, and other adjoining counties caloulate the 
losses in their localities from these same p. 
in about the same manner as do farmers of this 
county. It may be safely estimated, suy a good 
many farmers, that at least one-half of the en- 
tire corn crop will be destroyed. In many in- 
stances these bugs have been seen migrating 
from stubble-fields to fields of corn near by ia 
great armies, so numerous in places that you 
could not see the ground. ‘hese insects have
